WASHINGTON, July 14 (OP). — 
Dr. Marjorie Shearon, economic con- 
sultant to the Social Security Board, 
told the special Senate Pensions 
Committee today that 60 per cent 
of Americans over 65 years of age 
depend on charity or their relatives 
for support. 

Appearing in the committee's in- 
vestigation of pensions legislation, 
Dr. Shearon asserted that the eco- 
nomic status of the nation’s elder 
citizens has “declined appreciably” 
during the last 10 years. 

“The social and economic status 
of the old age groups has not im- 
proved.” she asserted. 

“We have lifted some of the bur- 
den of their support from the family 
and placed it upon society but we 
have not changed their status from 
dependents to independents.” 

She said that 40 per cent of the 
nation’s elderly citizens live upon 
their own earnings, pensions or an- 
nuities. The other 60 per cent, she 
said, are dependent upon charity 
and relatives. 

Half of the women over 65 who 
are employed, Dr. Shearon said, are 
in domestic service.

Moscow. July 14 (UP). — The 
Soviet High Command today re- 
ported blasting assaults by the Red 
Air fleet that wrecked German tank 
columns and apparently brought 
Germany's new offensive to a halt 
again on the vital fronts protect- 
ing Moscow, Leningrad and Kiev. 

Mondays morning communique 
said that the Red Air Force, claim- 
ed by official quarters to have 
achieved “full superiority” over 
Adolf Hitler's Luftwaffe, had m- 
flicted heavy blows on Nazi mecha- 
nized forces and German airdromes 
behind the fighting lines. 

The communique said that, fol- 
lowing the stalling Sunday of fero- 
cious German mechanized drives 
toward Leningrad, Moscow and 
Kiev and the recapture of two im- 
portant towns from the Germans, 
another lull had fallen upon the 
entire front during Sunday night. 

“In the course of the past night 
no major engagements or substan- 
tial changes in the position of the 
troops took place on the front,” it 
was stated. 

NAZIS ‘REFORMING’ AGAIN 


It was indicated that the Ger- 


mans, frustrated again in their at- 


tempts to smash through in the 
vital Pskov, Vitebsk and Novograd- 
Volynsk sectors, were reorganizing 
their forces for another heavy 
drive. 


“In the course of the night our 
air force continued to destroy the 
enemy air force on airdromes and 
inflicted blows on enemy motorized 
and mechanized units,” it was stated 
officially. 

More heavy aerial blows were de- 
livered against the enemy bases in 
Rumania, including the repeatedly- 
bombed Ploesti oil field region just 
north of Bucharest, the railroad 
junction of Jassy on the Pruth River 
and the railroad town of Roman, it 
was stated.

The crew of the S. 8. Ancon, at a 
meeting aboard ship yesterday, 
completely repudiated the “vicious 
anti-union and disruptive activi- 
ties” of Joseph J, Doyle at the 
National Maritime Union conven- 
tion in Cleveland. They declared 
his statements were unauthorized 
and “do not represent the senti- 
ments of the men in this ship.” 
At the same time they voted 
unanimously not to sail on the same 
ship with Doyle. In taking this 
action, they fully supported the

Doyle, who was elected a delegate 
to the convention from the Ancon, 
resigned from the NMU after his 
anti-union and disruptive activities

A formation of Soviet bombers led 
by Senior Lieutenant Zverev raided 
a German tank column concentrated 
in a forest, diving on the tanks and 
destroying 12 of them, it was said. 

The communique told of fast- 
spreading guerrilla attacks behind 
the German lines, as revealed by 
German prisoners, and said that in 
one sector on July 9, a large enemy 
supply train was “completely

MEXICO CITY, July 14.—A resolution expressing “solidarity with the struggle 
of the Soviet people” against German fascism and declaring faith in the ultimate suc- 
eess of the Red Army was adopted here with enthusiastic unanimity by a mass-meeting 
of 6,000 Mexican workers in the Arena Mexico, after listening to an address by Dionisio 
Encina, general secretary of the Communist Party of Mexico. 

A second message was addressed to President Avila Camacho requesting that the 
Government of Mexico “proceed immediately to re-establish diplomatic and commercial 
relations with the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics.” 

In a brilliant speech analyzing the international situation, Encina declared, “The 
war which the Soviet Union finds herself obliged to wage against Nazi imperialism is a 


The Red Army, he continued, is defending the Socialist Fatherland, but more 
than that, it is also fighting for “the honor and liberty of all the peoples which are 
suffering in Europe under the barbarous and bloody oppression of Nazi imperialism.” 

Encina explained in his talk how the Soviet Union had supported the Chinese 
and Spanish peoples in their national liberation struggles against fascism, and reminded 
his hearers that the Soviets had freed from prison some of the proletariat’s best-loved 
leaders, notably George Dimitrov, hero of Leipzig, and Anna Paukers, woman leader of 
Rumania. The Soviet Government has also given help and hospitality to Brazil’s Knight 
of Hope, Luis Carles Prestes. 

He spoke approvingly of the help that has been promised the Soviet Union by Prime 
Minister Churchill of Britain and President Roosevelt of the United States, but warned 
that in the countries headed by these men there still exist powerful groups who seek 
to come to an understanding with Nazi imperialism in order that all may together

Meanwhile only two weeks 
ago the press reported how Fernand de 
Brinon, representatives of the Vichy govern- 
ment in Paris, revealed that Bullitt had told 
him as long ago as 1933 that the United 
States would never give France military aid 
in a war against Germany unless France tore 
up the mutual assistance pact with the Soviet 
Union.

Full recognition of trade unions and the 
elimination of job-discrimination against 
minority groups are one of the best safe- 
guards against the penetration of Nazi spies 
in industry. Those organizations such as 
the National Negro Congress, the American 
Peace Mobilization and labor groups which 
are fighting for the employment of Negroes 
and for the rights of labor at Sperry’s plant 
are contributing to the common effort against 
Hitler and Hitlerism. 
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The Only Way 
To Fight Inflation 


„ Mr. Leon Henderson is supposed to con- 
trol prices in the interest of the consumer. 

It is startling to hear from him that he 
not only expects a sharp increase in retail 
prices of daily necessities, but even considers 
such increases necessary. 

Defense production, he stated, “means 
rationing, and rationing means that some- 
one is going to get hurt. Before long there 
will be more purchasing power running 
around hunting for something to buy than 
there will be goods available. If that occurs, 
then no power on earth can prevent infla- 
tion.” 

This advance alibi for a slash in the real 
wages of the people cannot be justified by 
any kind of reasoning whatever. It is simply 
not true that defense production requires a 
slash in real wages. It IS true, however, 
that defense production plus decent living 
conditions for the people requires a reduc- 
tion in PROFITS. It is a choice between 
lower profits or lower living conditions. 
Which does Mr. Henderson choose? 

When Mr. Henderson warns us of infla- 
tion, he is informing the people that if they 
do not accept direct cuts in their real wages, 
they will get them indirectly through infla- 
tionary prices which will reduce buying 
power. 

In short, the whole philosophy of rising 
prices and inflation rests on the reactionary 
assumption that profits must remain at their 
present levels or must go higher, while wages 
must be slashed. It is the philosophy of 
making the poorest and not the wealthiest 
pay the cost of defense. In reality, it is a 
philosophy of making the rich richer out of 


the national defense program, 


Housewives and trade unionists have a 
different view, as exemplified in Saturday’s 
Trade Union Conference Against the High 
Cost of Living attended here by 150 dele- 
gates. These delegates, like the people as a 
whole, insist that the welfare of America’s 
families shall not be sacrificed to a philos- 
ophy of profiteering. 

They insist that an essential element of 
national defense is defense of living stand- 
ards and purchasing power. Make the rich 
monopolists pay. Take it out of their super- 
profits. That is the best antidote to inflation. 


The Negro People’s 
Stake in the War

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The Urgent Need for 
An Offensive From the West 


By James S. Allen 

The signing of the Anglo-Soviet 
pact for joint action against Hitler 
on July 12, places before Britain 
the urgent need of launching an 
Offensive from the West. 

An offensive on the Western 
Front, in fact the creation of a 
Western Front, is now imperative 
to bring about the speedy defeat 
of Hitler, 

It has always been the alm of the 
German High Command to preven‘ 
a war on two fronts. Conversely, 
it has been universally recognized 
that a war on two fronts is neces- 
sary to defeat Hitler. The check- 
ing of the best Hitler divisions by 
the Red Army on the new front 
opened in Eastern Europe now 
presents the great opportunity for 
Britain and its allies, 

In fact, the country which has 
benefited most from the war on the 
Eastern Front so far is England. 
The sturdy and courageous defense 
of the Red Army some 1,000 miles 
east of the English Channel has 
granted a respite from the raids 
over England. British planes are 
now able to bomb the invasion ports 
almost at will, and are even able to 
reach much deeper into Germany. 
British forces are bringing the 


a much stronger position for the 
defense of Suez. The all-out ef- 
fort which has been forced upon 
Hitler by the total defense of the 
Soviet Union, has given the British 


a result of the new phase of 
war. 

The easing of pressure upon 
Britain opens up new possibilities. 
This “golden opportunity” can be 
used for launching a really all-out 
attack upon Hitler’s rear from the 
West, North and the Mediterra- 
nean. Both the French and Italian 
puppets of Hitler must now be 
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friendly, to a British thrust into 
the Balkan peninsula, and even to 
Allied action at the Dardanelles, 
providing Britain takes the initia- 
tive before Hitler acts here, too. 

Released from the Atlantic by the 
increasing active role being assumed 
there by the U. S. fleet and air 
power, the British fleet is free to 
play a more active and important 
role in the Mediterranean and in 
the North Sea.

Does Jonah Goldstein 
Know That He Acted 
As Hitler’s Agent? 


By MIKE GOLD 


ITLER must have been pleased when he heard that 

Judge Jonah Goldstein had sentenced Morris Schappes, 
the City College teacher, to one or two years in prison. 

Otto Abetz, Hitler’s agent in France, worked for more 
than five years, according to Jules Romains, to organize 
the enormous Red-hunt that fatally weakened France, and left her an 
easy prey to the Nazi panzer. 

Can American liberals learn from history? Are they capable of 
studying the Hitler technique in dismembering the democracies, their 
reshaping our social defenses to meet it. If so, they will join in protest 
against such trials as the Schappes affair. 

The atmosphere that surrounded this trial was precisely the sort 
of thing Hitler was counting on when he switched the attack from 
England, and invaded Russia. 

Hitler is no fool. If he can devise a thousand Schappes trials in 
America and England, his regime might still be saved. The appeasers 
will be able to ally England and America to Nazism, to help him in 
his “holy crusade” against Russia, a form of treason still on the cards. 

* * * 


Judge Jonah Goldstein, is, of course, no Hitlerite. He comes from 
the same wild and woolly ranges of the Hast Side where I was raised. 
He has known poverty, race persecution, and all the rest of it. Though 
the socialism that pervaded the Jewish workers never affected him, 
and he has been a Tammany lawyer, he is also a New Republic-Nation | 
liberal. One might say that it was under the infifence of other liberal | 
philosophy that he found it just and democratic to send a college | 
teacher to prison for the flimsiest of causes. 

The charge against Schappes was the technical one of perjury. 
Schappes had testified that while a member of the Communist Party 
he knew only four other Communists at the college. 

The original witness against Schappes is a creature named 
Canning. This Canning, also a teacher, seems to have become a profes- 
sional witness for the state. He already aided in witch-hunting four 
teachers out of their jobs, and is slated to appear at about twenty 
more such trials. 

Canning uses the typical Dies Committee jargon in his testi- 
monies. He has a glib and incredible memory, and reminds one of the 
labor spies who testify at frame-up trials of trade unionists—the sort 
of fellows the LaFollette Committee once exposed in full detail. 

If a Coughlin, a Martin Dies, or other secret followers of Hitler 
had conducted a trial under such circumstances, its tendency would 
be apparent to everyone. But that a liberal conducted it makes one 
fear for the future. 

This is the blindness that struck the liberals of France. They were 
encouraged to indulge themselves in the easy pleasures of smashing 
the Communists. When Hitler can arrange such a situation he has 
thereby destroyed two enemies at one stroke: liberal and Communist.
